Realizing that an ill-advised move 
might induce an internal hemor- 
rhage and kill the trapped driver, 
firemen and police rescue squads 
were afraid to proceed without a 
physician. 

The accident occurred opposite 
the Arena, only four blocks from 
Deaconess Evangelical Hospital.

60 Days Unless Vetoed. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17 (AP)— 


President Truman asked Congress 
today to give him permanent 
authority to reorganize the Gov- 
:| ernment. 


He said in a message he needs 


Hl the power to shift Government 
agencles in order to promote 


“efficient and economical conduct 
of the public’s business.” 

The President emphasized: 

1. The reorganization legisla- 
tion should be permanent 
rather than temporary 

2. The act should be “compre- 
hensive in scope; no agency or 
function of the executive branch 
should be exempted from its 
operation.” 

The Hoover Commission recent- 
ly recommended that the Presi- 
dent’s authority to reorganize the 
Government, subject to congres- 
sional veto, be restored. The com- 
mission, headed by former Presi- 
dent Hoover, is studying ways to 
improve operations of the Gov- 
ernment, 

Under the President's recom- 
mendation, reorganization plans 
submitted to Congress would be- 
come effective in 60 days unless 
rejected by both Senate and House. 

Truman also put in another plug 
for higher pay for Government 
executives. He told Congress that 
enactment of legislation a 
their pay will greatly assist him 
in obtaining “the best qualified 
men and women” for Government 
service. 

Text of Truman's Message. 

The text of the President's mes- 
sage follows: 

“In my recent messages to the 
Congress I have represented the 
program which I believe this Gov- 
ernment should follow in the 
months ahead. The magnitude and 
importance of that program, both 
at home and abroad, 3 able 
leadership and sound manage 
ment. The Government must have 
the most effective administrative 


machinery to carry out its vast 
responsibilities. 


“The Congress has recognized | ing 
these needs by the establishment 
of the Commission on the Organ- 
ization of the Executive Branch 
of the Government. The recom- 
mendations of the commission, 
which are soon to be reported to 


contribute significantly to our 
ability to meet the problem before 
us. To carry out those necommen- 
dations and to accomplish other 
improvements in the Government’s 
complex operations will, however, 
require further and more detailed 
steps. Improving the manage- 
ment of the public’s business calls 
for continuing efforts by the Con- 
gress, the President, and all agen- 
cies of Government. 


Proposals. 

“Throughout my administration 
I have taken action to effect im- 
provements in the organization 
and operation of the Government. 
In 1945 I asked the Congress to 
enact legislation authorizing per- 
manent changes in administrative 
structure by the reorganization

PRAGUE, Jan. 17 (AP) — A 
communique was promised today 
to set at rest reports that a num- 
ber of high ranking Czech Army 
officers were under arrest in a 
plot to overthrow the Gottwald 
government. 

Already official quarters unoffi- 
clally denied that there was a 
widespread plot but acknowledged 
that a number of “Army officers 
and civilians had been detained. 

These sources would not con- 
firm the gossip seething in Prague 
that eight or nine generals were 
lodged in Pankrac prison, that a 
number of other officers had been 
arrested more than a week ago 
after cing police surrounded 
the Defense Ministry, and that a 


number of civilians later were ar- 


rested. 

The official quarters said Gen. 
Josef Kuttlwassr, one of those 
jailed, had been under arrest for 
some time but that the charges 
have not been announced. 

Kuttlwassr was once head of 
the Moravian district troops. He 
is credited by many with being 
the leader of the uprising that 
liberated Prague in 1945, although 
Communists said he was only a 
last-minute hero. 

The scope of the plotting was 
not large, official quarters indi- 
cated. However, the rumors said 
that the officer group was plan- 
ning a revolt some time in the 
future and that a major among 
them turned state’s evidence. Ab- 
sence of official comment has fed 
gossip and possibly built up the 
story. The Prague press and ra- 
dio have not breathed a single 
word about it.

The Supreme Court’s decision was 
on the ground Klapprott did not 
get a fair trial, 

Justice Black wrote the major- 
ity opinion in the five-to-four de- 
cision. He was sharply critical 
of the handling of - Klapprott’s 
case, saying:

tain. No other conclusion can be 
drawn except that this long im-. 
prisonment was wrongful.” 

Justice. Black said Klapprott 
never had a hearing on the citi- 
zenship matter. The years Klapp- 
rott spent in jail resulted from 
wartime Government charges that 
he had engaged in a seditious 
conspiracy and had conspired to 
impede the raising of an Ameri- 
can army. Klapprott eventually 
was cleared of these charges. 

Reed Upholds Lower Court. 

Justice Reed, dissenting, de- 
clared that any suggestion that 
Klapprott’s trials have been car- 
ried on in a way contrary to con- 
cepts of justice as understood in 
the United States and in a manner 
incompatible with the pattern of 
of American justice falls flat in 
view of the simple facts.” 

The effect of the decision is to 
give Klapprott a new hearing on 
the issue of whether his citizen- 
ship should be taken from him. 

In the court’s split, Justice Rut- 
ledge wrote an opinion concurring 
with the majority and Justice 
Murphy joined in it. Justices Reed 
and Frankfurter wrote dissenting 
opinions. Chief Justice Vinson and 
Justice Jackson agreed with Jus- 
tice Reed’s dissenting opinion. 

Klapprott, a native of Germany, 
was admitted to this country in 
1933. The Unitea States District 
Court in Newark canceled his cer- 
tificate of naturalization in 1942. 
on the ground that he had lied 
when he said he renounced alle- 
giance to the German Reich. 

Four and a half years later, 
Klapprott asked the district court 
to set aside its judgment of de- 
naturalization. The district court 
refused to do so and was upheld 
by the United States Circuit Court 
of yg somes in Philadelphia.

The 
program that now covers 30,000,- 
000 employed persons would be 
extended to 20,000,000 more, in- 
‘cluding farm workers, domestic 
workers and the self-employed. 
Benefits in old-age would be in- 
| creased by at least 50 per cent 
over present pensions that are 
based on how much a son 
earned in his working years. 

, This program includes benefits 
for a worker’s family if he dies. 

2. Pay when a worker is out of 
a job. The present unemploy- 
ment compensation system prob- 
ably would be liberalized to pro- 
vide muéh larger benefits in 
periods of unemployment. The 
states now fix the amount and 
duration of jobless pay. Under 
the new program the — 
tion wants the Federal Govern- 
ment to set minimum standards 
of unemployment compensation 
‘for the state to follow. 

3. Pay for a worker when he 
is sick, or if he becomes per- 
manently disabled. This would 
be entirely new. A man unable 
to work because of illness prob- 
ably would get about the same 
benefits as if he were unem- 
ployed. If he became perma- 
nently disabled he might draw 
benefits as if he were eligible 
for an old-age pension. 

41. Payment of his family’s 

doctor bills and other medical 
expenses. This, too, would be 
new. An ill employed person not 
only would get his doctor bills 
paid, but also would draw cash 
compensation from the Govern- 
ment, as if he were unemployed, 
during the illness.

U.S. INCOME TAX 
ESTIMATE DEADLINE 
MIDNIGHT TONIGHT 


The deadline for filing amended 
estimates and, in some cases, 
original declarations of 1948 in- 
come for federal income tax pur- 
poses and for paying the last 
quarter’s installment on estimates 
previously made expires tonight 
at midnight. 

Ordinarily it would have been 
Saturday, Jan. 15, but it was ex- 
tended until midnight tonight 
since the original deadline fell on 
a day when Government offices 
close. 

Farmers whose income last year 
exceeded $600 must file original 
declarations by tonight. Others 
who must file estimates or make 
the final 1948 quarterly payment 
include doctors, lawyers, persons 
operating their own businesses 
and higher-bracket salaried work- 
ers whose income taxes are not 
covered fully by withholdings 
from their pay. 

Any taxpayer may, if he chooses, 
make his final return for last 
year in lieu of amending his pre- 
vious estimate if an amendment 
should prove necessary. The dead- 
line for final returns is March 15.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17 (AP)— 
Three flyers Who participated in 
the first bombing raid on Tokyo 
were buried today in Arlington 
National Cemetery. 

Two pilots, Lt. William G. Far- 
row of Alliance, O., and Lt. Dean 
E. Hallmark of Dallas, Tex., were 
executed by the Japanese at Ki- 
angwan, China, and their bodies 
cremated. The third flyer, Lt. 
Robert J. Meder of Lakewood, O., 
died in a Japanese prison camp at 
Nanking, Dec. 11, 1943, and also 
was cremated by the Japanese. 

The three were reported miss- 
ing in action. after the Doolittle 
raid on Tokyo in April 1942.

Stryker urged the court to con- 
sider that Monti had spent a year 
in jail awaiting trial in the United 
States and another previously in 
prison camp in Europe “under 
horrible conditions.” He argued 
that men were subject to sin and 
turned to confession “before the 
Supreme Judge” for part penance. 

“His family and I are now plead- 
ing for mercy before a mortal 
judge for the sin he committed 
due to his fuddled thinking and 
whipped up by things he had 
read.” Stryker concluded. 

Not Guilty Plea Withdrawn. 

As the hearing opened, the tall 
defendant took his seat in the wit- 
ness chair at the direction of 
Judge Inch with vt cone | com- 
posure. Defense Attorney Stryker 
solemnly informed the Court that 
his cliegt now admitted his guilt, 


and withdrew the plea of inno-

Judge Inch replied that he was 
unable to the plea 
until circumstances been de- 
termined. He observed that the 
law required valid testimony by 
two witnesse to convict any de- 
fendant charged with the crime of 
treason, 

Stryker said he understood that 
an examination by the court 
would be necessary and declared 
Monti was ready to submit. Monti 
took the stand at once and his 
examination by Special Assistant 
United States Attorney ‘General 
Woerheide began. 

Monti gave brief answers to 
Woerheide’s subsequent questions, 
framed from the particulars in the 
indictment charging him with 21 
acts of treason after he had gone 
to German-occupied Italy in the 
stolen Army Air Force plane, 


He said he had read the indict- 
ment, understood it and had dis- 
cussed it with his attorney. Later 
he identified, by making mono- 
syllabic answer to the direct ques- 
tion, a copy of the oath of alle- 
giance to the United States he 
took when he was commissioned

He said he later broadcast 
for the Germans from Berlin on 
a program beamed to Allied 
troops. 


“Were you asked to make broad- 
casts?” Woerheide asked. 

“I was and I consented,” Monti 
replied. ' 

“Were you released from cus- 
tody te work for the German ra- 
dio, given quarters, ration allot- 
ments and spending money?” 

“All except the spending 
money,” ne replied. 

Monti said he was known during 
his association with the Nazis as 
Martin Wiethaup. 

“Did you adopt that name to 
conceal your identity?” he was 
asked. 

“No,” he replied. “That’s my 
mcther’s maiden name.” 

Monti said he went to Hungary 
to view evidence of Russian 
atrocities. Asked if he had broad- 
cast avout what he saw, he re- 
plied, “I don’t recall, but I did 
write the script for it.” 

The Justice Demartment said 
Monti “is believed to be one of the 
few, if not the only, American 
citizen who has ever confessed to 
the crime of treason.” 

The Government was prepared 
to bring to this country two for- 
mer Elite Guard officials, Gunther 
D’Alquen and Herman Rockmann, 
who allegedly knew of Monti's 8S.

The report was prepared for 
Hoffman by ECA's industrial ad- 
visory committee, ‘headed by 
George M. Humphrey, Cleveland 
industrialist. 

Hoffman has the job of deter- 
mining which reparations plants 
in western Germany will help gen- 
eral European recovery ‘if kept in 
Operation instead of being sent to 
Britain and France as war spoils. 

The ECA law also provides that 
the administrator’s recommenda- 
tions be sent to the Secretary of 
State so that he can negotiate 
with the nations involved for re- 
tention of the plants. 


The State Department last week 
told ECA that the Humphrey com- 
mittee’s recommendations must re- 
main secret lest their disclosure 
upset the negotiations. Recently 
both Britain. and France agreed 
reluctantly to halt transfer of the 
disputed plants—although the dis- 
mantling process is continuing. 

Under agreements reached by 
the inter Allied reparations 
agency, certain steel plants were 
scheduled to be removed to France 
and Britain. Germany was to op- 
erate sufficient steel plants to pro- 
duce 10,700,000 tons a ‘year. 

It was understood the Humph- 
rey commission recommended that 
Germany's steel production be in- 
creased to 13,000,000 tons a year. 
In other words, enough plants 
should be retained to increase 
steel production by 2,300,000 tons.

HE President's budget poses a simple but fateful question which 


the Congress is now called upon to 


answer: Is it wise for the 


United States now to reduce decisively its offensive strength in 
the one area in which this country is clearly capable of real superi- 


ority over its only potential enemy? 


Obviously, this is about as 


important a question as any which confronts the Congress. 


There has been much sound and 
fury about the defense budget, and 
there will be much more, but the 
essential facts are simple enough, 
and they should be fully under- 
stood. 

- Whether with 10 divisions or 12, 
the U. S. Army cannot in peace- 
time approach anything like nu- 
merical equality with the vast 
Red Army. 

Air Power Is Key. 

Thus, as Winston Churchill has 
pointed out, the real balance of 
power between the Soviet Union 

and the non-Soviet world rests on 
the fact that the American long 

Strategic Air Force is be- 
lieved to be capable of delivering 
atomic bombs to the industrial 
heart of the Soviet Union. That 
is the one element which balances 

Russian superiority on the ground 
and invulnerability from the sea. 

This is, basically, the reasoning 
which led the Congress last spring, 
to authorize the organization of a 
70-group Air Force. 

This reasoning is based on one 
assumption—that in case of war 
the American long-range bombers 
could in fact reach their targets. 

Simee this capability has often 
been questioned, certain facts 
should be emphasized. 

First, the new, immensely long- 
range B-36, destined to become the 
basic weapon of the Strategic Air 
Force, been criticized for 
slowness and vulnerability, but, in 
fact, according to Air Force ex- 
perts, the B-36 has now proved 
fully 25 per cent better in range, 
bomb load and speed than was 
originally anticipated. 

Second, as regards range, it is | 
obviously highly unlikely that po- 
tential American air bases in 
England, the Middle East and the 
Far East would all fall simul- 
taneously to the Red Army in case 
of ‘war; but even if this were to 
happen, the B-36, according to un- 
doubted authority, could now take 
off from Maine or Alas a, and 
by ref in the air, could reach 
the main industrial targets in the 
Soviet Union and return. 

Estimate of Losses. 

Finally, the most exacting ex- 
periments, includin maneuvers 
over heavily defended England, 
have convinced the men who 
would have to do the job that 
the necessary targets could be 
reached with no more than a 10 
per cent combat loss, and probably 
with considerably less.

A Strategic Air Force is, 
of course, no substitute for an 
Army and Navy. To be sure, the 
fact that the three services have 
sliced the budget pie into almost 
equal slices gives rise to an ob- 
vious suspicion that the slicing 
was done, not by means of an 
objective assessment of strategic 
needs, but by the simple method 
described in Kenneth Graham's 
“Th Wind in the Willows“— “A 
pistol for the rat, a pistol for the 
mole, a pistol for the toad, and 
a pistol for the badger.” 

Yet even if the suspicion is 
justified, the fact remains that 
the Army plans an essential role 
in the developing strategic con- 
cept which calls for holding a re- 
armed Western Europe in case of 
attack by the Red Army.

David E. Lilienthal said em- 
bracement of the myth of the 
atomic bomb” would lull Ameri- 
cans into relaxing when “we need 
to be eternally vigilant.” 

Lilienthal addressed an East- 
man Theater audience undes spon- 
sorship of the University of Roch- 
ester and Temple B’rith Kodesh, 
which is celebrating its 100th an- 
niversary. 


Says Strength Is in Spirit. 

It is in the spirit of the Ameri- 
can people that our great strength 
is found,” he said. 

Asserting that there were per- 
sons who had been “bewitched by 
the atomic bomb,” Lilienthal said 
such persons believed the “real. 
power of America is to be found 
in the pogsession of this incredibly 

powerful instrument of war.” 

P"Lilienthal said he would be per- 
haps “the last. one” to underesti- 
mate “the destructive power of the 
atomic bomb, either the ones the

Post-Christmas clearance sales 
bear this out. Manufacturers and 


wholesalers have made big con- 
cessions to stores to move over-

Result, a surprise: In 
the week ended Jan. 8, sales were 
up 9 per cent from the corres- 
ponding week of 1948. That was 
in contrast to minuses in the 
weeks just prior to Christmas.

Since then, Tsaldaris has been 
running Greece with a firm hand. 
He continued to do so even after 


forced him into a “coalition” with 
the Liberal Party. Themistocles 
Sophoulis (who finally resigned 
Saturday) was made Premier, and 
Tsalradis was relegated to the 
vice-premiership and the Foreign 
Ministry. 

Yet, since its inception, the 
“coalition” has been a myth, in- 
tended to make an extreme Right- 


in Actual Control. 

It was not the iling, 90-year- 
old Sophoulis who ran the Cab- 
inet, but the vigorous Tsaldaris. 
And despite the “coalition,” it 
was the Populist Party which 
domiz.ei‘ed the machinery of gov- 
ernment, and that entire Rightist 
web Wich included the throne, 
the army, and the Nationalist 
movement. 

The Populists have an almost | 
undisputed control of provincial 
government. (Forty-three of the 
46 governors are either Populists 
or their Rightist allies. ) The mu- 
nicipal and village councils are 
packed with Poprlist appointees. 
Populists are also dominant in 
the army and gendarmerie. 

Populist politicking makes Tam- 
Many sachems look like ama- 
teurs. Prominent Liberals, too 
zealous in building p their party, 
are jailed as “Communists.” 

I have visited areas where the 
Populist gendarmes have screened 
even the volunteers distributing 
United States milk to children, to 
purge ali but worthy Populists. 

In the areas the Populists do not 
control directly, they have formed 
alliances with other Rightists. 

Two examples will do. In La- 
conia, in the south, they team up 
with the party o Tourkovasilis, a 
wartime collaborator with the 
Nazis. 

In Peloponnesus and Thessaly, 
they work with “X,” the para- 
military band whose war record, 
to put it delicately, is impure. 


Wags insist that Tsaldaris stands 
on the platform of “The King, 
United States aid, and Tsaldaris.” 
Interviews with this irascible, cor- 
pulent, cigar-chewing man, with 
his baronial manner and execrable 
English, do nothing to disprove 
the notion. 

He meets all questions on re- 
form with vehement talk of 
“draconic action” against all dissi-

His party’s newspapers engage 
in an anti-Semitic campaign, and 
the impoverished Greek Jewry 
waits in vain for Tsaldaris’s help 
in regaining its old property. 

Tsaldaris’s own newspaper, run 
by his young son, demands a big- 
ger army, stern action against 
“fellow travelers,” a “preventive” 
censorship, the occupation of the 
Albanian Epirus. (Few here were 
surprised when recently an ambi- 
tious Populist governor used his 
office to drum up circulation for 
Tsaldaris’s daily.) 

Workers striking for a living 
wage find in Tsaldaris an impla- 
cable foe. 

Under his regime, the rich evade 
taxes, and their sons evade mili- 
tary service. The manner in which 
the sons of Populist leaders have 
escaped the draft is one of the 
local scandals,

CIO Says Boom 


‘Sags; Blames 
Management 

Asserts Firms Put 

Large Part of Their 


Profits in Expan- 
sion. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17 (AP) 
HE CIO says that because of 
management policies, the busi- 
ness boom is “sagging” and 

the existence of free private en- 
terprise is at stake. 

CIO economists, in their publi- 
cation Economie Outlook, accused 
business of a perversion of the 
“long-held theory” that investors 
through their savings are primar- 
ily responsible for providing new 
capital for industrial expansion. 

Instead of selling stock, busi- 
ness is using a large part of its 
profits for expansion, said the 
CIO publication, and this puts the 
burden on workers and consumers. 

‘Involuntary Investors.’ 

That is, workers by receiving 
“low earnings,” and all consumers 
by paying “unreasonably high 
prices,” are being — to de- 
come “involuntary investors“ 
without being given any share of 
the ownership, it said. 

The CIO therefore called on the 
Government to intervene on be- 
half of consumers and check the 
piling up of “unreasonable 
profits.” 

The CIO repeated its demand 
for taxes on excess profits and on 
undistributed profits to force cor- 
porations to pay out a larger part 
of their earnings as dividends. 

This would make investment 
capital more dbundant, said the 
CIO. Then it said: 

“If sufficient investment capital 
cannot be obtained, for whatever 
reasons, to supply adequate funds 
for the expansion of American 
corporations, then the present con- 
tributors, the consumers, must be 
given some authority and control 
over the expanded enterprises they 
have financed.” 

‘Obligated to Rectify Policies.’ 

The CIO publication said that 
since only the Government is in a 
position to represent all con- 
sumers, the Government “is obli- 
gated to investigate and then to 
rectify the business policies which 
transform booms to busts.”

Ideas for a New Housing Project 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

It is good to know that the St. Louis 
Housing Authority plans to reactivate 
Project No. 3 (Carr and Eighth). The 
old buildings have been razed and after 
necessary action at Jefferson City and 
Washington the work should move 
apace, — 

The need for Project No. 3 has been 
apparent for seven years. Neighborhood 
Gardens in the same locale has a present 
waiting list of 1500 families; a list which 
would be trebled were the prospects not 
s0 hopeless. With 252 apartments the 
Gardens has an annual turnover of six 
or seven—hence its inability to accom- 
modate large numbers of desirable ten- 
ants who apply each weck. 

It is certain that many of these appli- 
cants can meet the requirements of the 
local Housing Authority as to need, sal- 
ary, size of families, ete. Practically all 
of these would-be Gardens tenants work 
downtown and wish to live downtown, 
saving time, carfare and rent. The fact 
that thousands of families desire down- 
town residence is a happy omen for St. 
- Louis. It will help stop the flight to the 
county, and will mean that more city 
earned dollars are spent in the city. 

An increasing number of tenants of 
Neighborhood Gardens are employed in 


the transportation service as bus and 


truck .drivers, mechanics, loaders and 
dispatchers. This area of the city is 
honeycombed with hauling yards and 
stations, Many are employed in depart- 
ment stores and small commercial es- 
tablishments within walking distance of 
the Gardens. Where two work there is 
often. a monthly carfare saving of $8 to 
$10. “A. Zew tenants own their own busi- 
Ness. 

The completion of Project No. 3 should 
do much to continue the neighborhood 
rehabilitation begun by the Gardens. The 
benefit goes to people who want to live 
downtown if given the chance, and to 

downtown merchant. At the Gardens

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South Africa’s Race War 


The South African region around Durban has 
just had a grisly demonstration of the social cost 
of racial discrimination. Riots between Zulus 
and Indians broke out on Thursday and are just 
now subsiding. Large numbers of troops had 
to, be flown into the area, and the Zulu King 
had to make an appeal for peace before. any- 
thing like order began to reappear. All of the 
dead and wounded have not yet been counted, 
nor has anything like an accurate estimate of 
property damage been established. The figures, 
however, are sure to be shockingly high. 

It may seem somewhat paradoxical that the 
natives and the Indians turned on each other 
since both groups are grievously oppressed by 
the South African whites, especially under Prime 
Minister Malan’s Nationalist Government. It is 


. @ fact, however, that in many cases the Indians 


have acted almost as badly toward the blacks as 
have the reactionary, Fascist-minded whites. 
Forty per cent of South Africa's Indian immi- 
grants are concentrated in the Durban area 
where they are as numerous as the whites. They 


perform many of the vital functions of the area. 


For instance, 95 per cent of all the grocers, 
plumbers, carpenters, telephone workers, me- 
chanics and minor governmental officials of the 
area are Indians. 

Thus they have many cutitects with the na- 
tives, and in these contacts they hardly behave 
as one oppressed group might be expected to 
behave toward another. Rather, it seems to be 
a case of the Indians venting their own frustra-. 
tions on a population group which has been 
pushed even lower in the secial scale. 

The Indians were welcomed into South Africa 
since the middle of the last century in prefer- 
ence to “poor whites.” The British and the 
Dutch filled the top positions in government and 
in the developing industries. They owned the 
farms that were being carved out of the veldt 
and the wilderness. They needed the Indians 
for the skilled labor which had to be performed. 


But almost from the beginning, Indian rights to 


participate in government and to own property 
were severely restricted. The idea of “white 
supremacy” was rigorously maintained especially 
by the Boers. 

Under pressure from their missionaries and 
from forward-looking governments in London, 
the British attitude toward mnon-whites was 
turned toward more enlightened goals. But 
progress in that direction was stopped dead by 
the electoral triumph of the present Malan Gov- 
ernment. 

This group already is being blamed in New 
Delhi for last week's outbreak of rioting. In 
India, it is being said that the trouble was in- 
cited by the regime as part of a policy of “divide 
and conquer.” If the Indians and the natives 
can be set against each other, it is argued, the 
white minority can more easily maintain its 


- ascendency over both. It seems that an official 


protest by Prime Minister Nehru may be made. 

Of course, the Communists at once adopted 
this line. Already ADN, the Soviet news agen- 
cy, is spreading it in Germany and in the Red 
satellite countries. Communist organizers in 
South Africa have been using it for some time. 
And they have not been without success in find- 
ing followers. The Malan Government hopes to 
check the spread of such ideas by a strict immi- 
gration policy. 

But surely it will never succeed in imposing 
anything but an-uness and an unjust. peace so 
long as it continues to practice and to preach 
racial discrimination in its worst forms. The 
hope of South Africa surely lies in education 
and the extension of civil rights rather than in 
the harsh suppression of the native majority. 


Effective Argument 
It seems that the opponents of the Adminis- 
tration’s health proposals have decided to make 
the British experience with a somewhat similar 
program their chief weapon of attack. Over and 


over again, they tell how the poor of England 


have been sweeping into doctors’ offices to ask 
for glasses, false teeth and artificial limbs. 

But does this prove that national health in- 
surance is a bad thing, or does it rather prove 
that a considerable proportion of the British 
population was forced, under the old system, to 
do without these vital aids? . Granted that at the 
outset the demand outran the supply of such ac- 
cessories, does that prove anything more ‘than 
that the need had been underestimated? 

It seems that in seizing on these British re- 
ports, the old guard of the American Medical 
Association actually is stressing one of the best 
arguments for broader medical care in the United 
States. 
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An Age-Old Expuliton Rescinded 


| Dictator Franco has moved to right one of the 
Back in 1492 King Ferdi- 
nand and Queen Isabella expelled about 100,000 
Sephardic Jews from Spain because these Span- 
ish Jews would not give up their religious be- 
liefs. They scattered to Greece and Egypt, and 
for more than 400 years no descendant has been 
eligible to become a Spanish citizen. 

Under Franco’s decree, Sephardic Jews in 
Egypt and Greece may apply to become Spanish 
citizens. The order says that they will be care- 
fully selected for “their love of Spain.” This 
latter provision may or may not be a catch, but 
in any case the door is at least slightly opened. 
And the expulsion by Ferdinand and Isabella is 
on paper at least repudiated. , 

The Franco order pretty much obscured some- 
thing even more important. This is the fact 
that the dictatorship in Madrid has for the first 
time since the civil war authorized a Jewish 
synagogue to function. Supporters of Franco 
who welcome this as evidence of his friendliness 
toward individual freedom can hardly overlook 
the opposite side of the coin.

Inefficiency in government reached a low 


level in the case of the 61 ships and the un- 
recorded lead in their bottom. 
Lead valued at more than half a million dol- 


lars had been placed in the ships’ ‘bottoms dur- 


ing the war for ballast, and most of it was not 
known to be there when the Government sold 
the vessels for surplus, according ‘to Senator 
Ferguson's investigating committee. 

In the most flagrant case, the steamship 
Leonard Wood was sold for $65,750 when it con- 
tained more than $200,000 worth of lead. 

It would be bad enough if one agency of 
Government had made the mistakes which the 
Ferguson committee has turned up. To make 
it still worse, the responsibility seems to be 
shared by the Army and Navy and Maritime 
Commission. The Army and Navy erred in not 
keeping adaquate records, the Maritime Commis- 
sion in not making inquiries after the ships were 
turned over to it. 

Only a couple of months ago the country was 
shocked by reports that war surplus in huge 
amounts had been sold in the Far East and was 
being sold back to companies in the United 
States at 100 per cent profit.. That scandal, as 
George Weller reported from Guam, was due to 
a United States policy of barring the surplus 
goods from domestic distribution in deference to 
certain business interests. 

In the disposal of the 15 billion dollar sur- 
plus of materials which the United States had 
on its hands at the end of the war, the over-all 
accomplishment may have been pretty good. 
However, dramatic incidents of inexcusable care- 
lessness, or of policies contrary to the general 
interest, such as we have mentioned, do much 
to cast a doubt on the whole transaction. 
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Gov. Smith Disposes 


Gov. Smith does not want it ever to be said 
of him that he is a public servant lacking in 
charitable works. He is willing to forgivé “foul, 
offensive’ people who ask him embarrassing 
questions. He even stands ready to overlook 
the cardinal sin which the metropolitan press 
has committed by not being rural. In the Gov- 
ernor's own words, “I would like to say, ‘I have 
forgivén this transgression,’ and as Jesus said, 
‘Go, and sin no more.“ 

Nobody can complain about the company the 
Governor keeps in his quotations. The pertinent

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An Unhappy Compromise 

Why did the Committee for Fair Lending 
Legislation propose interest rates up to 24 per 
cent? For, as we pointed out last week, its report 
makes so tight a case for moderate rates that 
the committee felt it necessary to apologize that 
its actual proposal is more generous than the 
lenders deserve, and thus harsher than need be 
to borrowers. 

Perhaps the friendliest answer that can be 
made on behalf of the committee is that it of- 
fered the lowest rates it thought the potent 
small-loan lobby will permit to become law. Oth- 
er Missourians may feel disappointment that a 
voluntary citizens’ committee finds it necessary 
to offer this sacrifice to a special interest, but 
the committee should have qualms. : 

The committee went beyond the mandate of 
its own title. So long as it analyzed the terms 
of a just bargain between lenders and borrow- 
ers, it spoke with great authority. As a free 
and private committee, it needed only to find 
the truth. It decided, however—according to 
this interpretation of the motive—that it had to 
trim its conclusions to “practical politics.” So 
it renounced its own clear light to pursue a no- 
tion of expediency, and compromised an other- 
wise first-class publie service. The committee’s 
own report says: “If the committee has erred, 
it has been in favor of the lending agencies.” 

Many legtslators and other citizens will hear 
that a non-partisan committee has proposed cer- 
tain interest rates but will miss the contrary 
facts and committee apologies. The report can 
thus be used to push for rates almost as high as 
the loan lobby has asked for. Surely the com- 
mittee members can hardly be happy that their 
report is open, to such ‘criticism.

How Thorough Are Loyalty Checks? 


Newspaper contests Un+American Activity Committee's claim that 
they are inadequate; explains how data are gleaned from several 
sources and any questionable circumstance leads to a full probe; 
believes real errors have been on the side of persecuting employes. 


From the Providence Evening Bulletin 


A recent report of the House Un-Ameri- 
can Activities Committee on the progress 
of its espionage investigation made a 
serious misstatement on one important 
point. 

This report properly emphasized as one 
objective of the committee the future pro- 
tection of the Government against such 
subversiye activities as have been indicated 
in the Hiss-Chambers case. But the state- 
ment then went on to say: “In this connec- 
tion, the committee calls attention to the 
fact that the present loyalty check being 
conducted under the President's executive 
order is inadequate to provide the type of 
security needed, since it is largely simply 
a name check against the files with regard 
to those openly engaged in Communist and 
other subversive activities.” 

The truth of this matter is quite to the 
contrary.’ Far from being perfunctory, 
loyalty investigations of federal personnel 
during the past year have frequently been 
so sweeping as to represent an actual dan- 
ger to the morale of the government service 
and to the civil rights of the individuals 
concerned. 


Before the FBI Checks 


The loyalty check system works roughly 
this way: The name of every new govern- 
ment employe (those already on the rolls 
having already been checked) is referred 
by the Civil Service Commission and its

~ likely occurrence would be to order an 


automatic FBI study of the life history of 
every féderal job applicant. It has been 
well argued—and even demonstrated in one 
experiment with a similar shotgun proce- 
dure—that such a policy would only waste 
the time and valuable manpower of the FBI 
on innumerable wild-goose chases. The 
result, we suspect, would be actually to 
weaken the nation’s internal security by 
dissipating our police power. 


“Gestapo-like Atmosphere” 


Unless the Un-American Activities Com- 
mittee is bent on gaining a Pyrrhic victory 
of this sort, we can see no justification for 
calling the present loyalty procedure “sim- 
ply a name check.” Not only is the check 
itself as thorough as seems practicable, but 
the policy under which it hds been admin- 
istered has been rigid to the point of 
ossification. Almost any item of informa- 
tion uncovered can be--and has been— 
construed as derogatory, thus necessitating 
a full field study by the FBI

This conclusion rests on offi- 
cial estimates which are in them- 
selves admittedly extremely op- 
timistic about European prospects 
—as for example, that the Euro- 
pean output per man-hour Can, 
despite the scarcity of capital, be 
increased by 15 per cent in the 
four years; that European exports 
can capture half of the American 
market in South America; and that 
the American export industry 
“will reconcile itself to the per- 
. manent loss of its European mar- 
kets” and “permit discrimination 
against itself.” 

New Decisions Needed. 

These disclosures, arising out of 
the experience of the first year of 
E. R. P. will, says the Economist, be 
“greeted with indignation as well 
as regret.” Not necessarily with 
indignation. Not if the truth is 
candidly presented to the Eighty- 
first Congress. American public 
opinion is sufficiently matured and 
educated not to give way to a 
paroxysm of despair because a 
great experiment, necesarily one 
of trial and error, is showing that 
new decisions are needed. 

Practical experience of the Mar- 
shall plan has shown that while 
American aid to Europe is not 
going to produce the results hoped 
for when it was adopted, its real 
function has been to provide the 
stricken nations with time to face 
their problems. Had the coun- 
tries been compelled to adjust sud- 
denly and immediately their stand- 
ards of life to their actual earning 
power, the strain on their govern- 
ments and their institutions would 
have been intolerable. Whether 
the strain would have resulted in 
Communism, Fascism, or anarchy 
is debatable; it is certain that the 
essential freedoms of their lives 
would have been impaired. 


Time Used Wisely? 


For that reason the American 
people, and this Congress, will not 
cut off Marshall aid, even when 
they realize that the great objec- 
tives — European economic inde- 
pendence and unity—are not with- 
in sight of being reached. 

But what they will have to con- 
sider deeply is whether the time 
which is bought by the American 
subsidy is being wisely used. This 
is. a very complicated question 
which cannot be answered readily. 

The United Kingdom is a shin- 
ing example of a country which 


What we did not see clearly last 
year, but can see much more 
clearly now, is that these great 
readjustments within most of the 
European countries cannot be 
averted by the Marshall plan. Nor 
can they be postponed indefinite- 
ly. It is here that the cold war, 
in its present phase, enters into 
the problem. 

There is no immediate danger, 
provided we maintain a firm pol- 
icy backed by our rearmament, of 
a Soviet military conquest of Eu- 
rope. Nor is there any present 
danger of a Communist seizure of 
power in Western Europe, es- 
pecially if we enable France and 
Italy to augment the forces re- 
quired to maintain order at home. 

The real problem is how to pro- 
vide the European Continent with 
the confidence to dare to deal 
with its internal postwar read- 
justment. That confidence will 
never, I think can never, exist, as 
long as the Russian Army is in 
the heart of Europe. It will not 
exist after the North Atlantic 
Pact is signed. It will not exist 
after we have adopted military 
lend-lease. It will not exist if we 
have 70 instead of 50 air groups. 
It can begin to exist only as and 
when the Russian Army begins 
to recede, begins to return to the 
frontiers of the Soviet Union. 


To Ease the Tension. 


Then, and then only, will the 
people of Continental Europe real- 
ly begin to believe that they can 
dare open up the internal ques- 
tions that are now suppressed, and 
festering under the surface. 
A responsible French statesman 
complained to me that we were 
asking too much of him that he 
should suppress the Communist 
strike in the coal fields and then 
also lay new taxes on the peasants 
and the business men. For while 
many European countries can 
deal with insurrection by fifth 
columns, they cannot feel secure 
enough to face their domestic 
problems as long as 35 or 40 mo- 
torized divisions of the Red Army 
are on the Elbe within distance 
to intervene in civil disorders. 

That is why it is desirable to 
seek out even partial compromise 
settlements—particularly for Ber- 
lin and for Austria—which will 
relax the tension. I know that it 
can be argued that if the tension 
is relaxed, the effort to deal with 
all these great issues will also be 
relaxed. But it is, I believe, an 
unwarranted defeatism to think 
that the Europeans will not try 
to recover or that Americans will 
default on their responsibilities in 
Europe unless the conflict with

OOKS tamous for their baked 
beans agree on many points in 
fixing this specialty but dis- 
agree on others. Soaking the 
beans overnight first is generally 
accepted, though using that soak- 
ing water for precooking is not. 

The beans are usually parboiled 
for an hour or so. And most 
cooks agree on adding this cook- 
ing water to the beans in the pot. 
But difference of opinion does en- 
ter in when the time for season- 
ing the beans arrives. Molasses 
is a favorite “sweetener” in the 
south and midwest, while maple 
sirup and brown sugar are used 
in certain other sections of the 
country. 

Some cooks add enten, others 
frown at such a suggestion. 
Among other seasonings are an 
onion buried deep in the beans, a 
little dry mustard, or even a bit 
of bay leaf. Salt pork is the 
meat most often used, while 
some people insist on bacon or 
spareribs. 

Everyone agrees that the time 
of baking must be long and slow 
—a temperature of 225-250 degrees 
Fahrenheit for nine or 10 hours, 
adding water each hour to re 
place that which has boiled away. 
. But there can be no disputing 
the fact that savory, 
baked beans are inexpensive, yet 
fine source of protein and the b 
vitamins, thiamin, niacin and
